Philndelphin, November 27,

[The “grandfather clause” wan declared
unconstitutional by the United States Su-
prems Court several = ugo. It wan
indirectly the Instrument of alytranchise-
ment. Many of ths Southern States Imposod
siriot property and educational gqualifica-
tlons for voters. The effect was to dis-
fravchine thousands of whites ns well s
blacks, The additlonal provision, however,
that no man should be disqualified whosa
tather or grandfathear had been a legal
voter, say, in 1867, allowed llllterate whites
to retaln their yote. The disfranchisement
of blacks ls accomplished now entirely by
menns of property and educational tosts,
logether with a certain "mocial pressure™
that keeps blucks away from the polle. By
generidl conpent in the Bouth the whites
pght thalr political differences out in pri-
miries and unite thereafter to support in
the regular elsction the primary nomineea.

Danbury Hatlers

. .—The Danbury hattern’ casn grow
oul 6f a strika by unjon hattern employed
by I 3. Loewe & (o, of Danbury, Conn.,
In July, 1008, The following yoar the com-
pany brought suit against Martin Lawler
and 339 other members of the United Hut-
ters of Narth Amerloa for malntaining
boyeott In vielation of the Sherman antl-
trust Juw, The dafense was taken up hy
the Ameriean Federntion of Labor, while
tha prosecution was supported by ths Anti-
Boyeott Soclety of Amerion.  In 1408 the
Supreme Court handed down a verdict of
Interprotation, in which It was maintained
that thes acts charged constituted a wviola-
tion of the Sherman Iaw, Late in 1806, In
the United States District Court at Hart-
ford, a jury rendered n verdict for the plain-
tiff of $74,000, ‘Treble damuges wore
awarded in nccordance with the Eherman
law. This verdict wns set nuaide by the
Court of Appeals, but In a new trial the
Jury, Inte (n 1912, rendered a verdict for
the plaintift of 80,000 and costs, this sum
being trebled. The case wias thon taken to
thie United States Circult Court of Appenls,
which, on December 18, afirmed tha judg-
ment of tha lower court. The plaintifl got
total damages of $372,000.
